Specialists tire needed and here 
also Is the place for the track men, 
gymnasts, swimmers, boxers, wrest- 
lers, fencers, basketballers, etc. 

Everybody, provided they are pro- 
nounced lit at the medical examina- 
tion upon entering the University, 
doing some form of regular systema- 
tic exercise, calculât d to be of the 
greatest possible insistance to the all 
round and thorough development of 
the student, Is the aim. This docs 
not mean the increase in strength or 
size of n particular limb or muscle, 
hut rather the very definite relations 
and Inter-relations between the phy- 
sical, mental and moral factors.

Physical education and gymnastic games are so old that they 
appear to bo almost prehistoric. Away before the time of Hippocrates cer- 
tain forms of exercise were adopted in Greece as an antidote for Idleness 
and indolence. 

Since that time Physical Kducation has undergone a great many mo- 
difications and its advancement has been coincident with the grent scien- 
tific advancement of the centuries. Even the past few years have seen a 
great change in the agencies and methods calculated to produce phy- 
sical cfilclency. 

To ordlnnry Intelligent be'ngs, it is absolutely unnecessary to men- 
tion the advantages to be derived from physical exercise. It is just as 
reasonable to keep the human machine cleaned out and functionating to 
Its maximum as it is to do the same for a coal stove or a drain pipe. 

A lack of food expresses itself in hunger, a lack of rest in sleepiness 
and a lack of exercise certainly expresses itself In sluggishness and de- 
creased mental and physical capabilities. 

The problem of physical education in our colleges is a large one. The 
few precious years that a man devotes to fitting himself for the race <>t 
life demand all the time and energy that he can muster. 

Primarily, a man is at college to learn, to be taught, and it dues not 
seem reasonable to expect that he should know how to secure the best 
possible results from his mat-nine without some instruction and direction. 
He feels the need of diversion and exercise and naturally looks to the 
place where that can be secured. The problem that presents itself is 
how to get the greatest possible benefits in the shortest expenditure of 
time. 

A well regulated and systematic 
course of physical instruction Is com- 
pulsory in most of the leading uni- 
versities of to-day. All forms of phy- 
sical activity, however, are entirely 
voluntary at McGill. An elaborate 
■ystem of intercollegiate athletic 
competitions is in vogue, for which, 
however, a great deal can be said for 
and against. Men with physical 
prowess and ability arc everywhere 
spwClalizing In certain endeavors, the 
pity of which, in a large number of 
cases, is the commercialization of so 
many phases of physical activity. 

The great mass of men, the rail- 
birds and bicaeherltes, however, who 
do not participate in any of these 
contests are the men about whom the 
University is deeply concerned. A 
plan which would include activities 
for these men seems essential. Can't 
do anything? Have no athletic abil- 
ity? Have you tried? 

The place to start is at the Unl- 
vctsity gym. classes now being con- 
ducted on the Central Y.M.C.A. floor 
on Mondays, Wednesdays and Satur- 
days at 6.16 p.m. Oct" In the crowd, 
Get in with the enthtiHlaa'le bunch 
of men who are taking regular and 
systematic exercise in the class work, 
playing games of various kinds, and 
taking part in healthful, vigorous 
and fascinating gymnastic dances, 
for wh'ch catchy music is always 
provided.

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EXTRA-MURALS 

The University of London has been placed in a rather peculiar 
position. A commission has been appointed to solve the problem of 
its degree conferring rights. 

London differs from McGill in that it confers very many de- 
grees in course upon non-resident students. No doubt several Mc- 
Gill students have London certificates thus obtained. It was estab- 
lished a little over seventy-five years ago, as a kind of Board of Ex- 
aminers, whose tests and degrees were open to students of certain col- 
leges. About half a century ago the degrees of the University were 
thrown open to all, with no requirement of systematic study or resi- 
dence. 

They tried a similar plan in the Maritime Provinces in the early 
seventies, by the establishment of the University of Halifax. It 
lasted only two years, and graduated one man in Arts and about 
half a dozen in Law. 

The system failed in London too, for they changed it so that 
different sets of examinations were given for the "external" students, 
and the "internals." It is the scheme of McGill, with the addition of 
the extra-mural examinations allowed to a certain extent at Queens. 

The commissioners considered how so to re-arrange conditions 
that the standard of the degree would not be lowered, in being 
granted non-resident applicants. They have decided this can be 
done only by requiring that all students shall have received proper 
preliminary education. Thus they look to the secondary schools, 
properly supervised by the State or some other authority, to supply 
the right students; and they consider that as this duty is more ade- 
quately performed, the need for any special arrangements for ex- 
ternal students will diminish. 

It seems very probably that McGill, in common with the other 
large American Universities which are now extending their work 
outside their campus, will eventually adopt a regular system of extra- 
mural degree courses. It is interesting then to note the unique 
scheme adopted by the commissioners in the University of London. 

The liberty of learning and being accorded examinations toward 
the regular London degree, will be henceforth granted only to stu- 
dents of universities of a recognized standard of teaching. Indeed, 
only certain students in faculties of those institutions whose other fa- 
culties are below standard, will be allowed to try their highest Lon- 
don exams. 

And institutions unable to fulfil the conditions for constituent 
colleges, but in a lower degree under the control of the University, 
are to be called "schools" and to have "common examinations" in 
the various faculties. And on the all-important question it is pro- 
posed that these common examinations should serve also for the 
award of the external degree, which thus seems to fall below its 
former high estate. 

TRANSPORTA TION A SSOCIA TION 

In another column, a meeting of the Association of Railway 
Graduates is reported. When we think that this is the first or- 
ganization of this nature here at McGill and also that the Trans- 
portation course is one of the latest in the University we feel we 
have a right to congratulate these graduates for what they are do- 
ing. 

Of course, a railroad man's time is never his own, but this so- 
ciety gets over the diffuculty by posting to its members the paper 
and discussion of every meeting, thus keeping its members thorough- 
ly aware of what is transpiring. 

McGill was the first university, and still is the only one, to 
have a Railway Operating Course. McGill is the only University 
which has combined a ,.;actical operating apprenticeship ».ith the 
college course, and we think that we are not far wrong when we 
say that the graduates of the department of railways are amongst 
the first to make any attempt to bring college men in this line of 
work together, and they arc making a success of it.

In Orient, says Prof. Lloyd

race. There is, however, a mass of 
general indication sufficient for our 
purpose that such relations exist. 



they live as to causo expression in 
their lives— one namely which would 
appear to require no proof. Proceed- 
ing ou this assumption, it is my pur- 
pose to attempt to display certain 
correlations which have appeared to 
be manifestly in harmouy with It. 

The particular area with which 
this paper is concerned is that known 
as the Orient, namely, south-west 
Asian territory, including portions 
of Turkestan and l'ersia, together 
with the contiguous northern and 
more especially north-eastern Africa, 
or Egypt. This whole area, which 
includes Palestine, is, broadly speak- 
ing, a desert with climatic condi- 
tions ranging from the most arid per- 
haps in the whole world to various 
degrees of semi-aridity. This Is ono 
of the five great desert regions of the 
world. Only two of these regions, 
however, have In common the pecu- 
liarity of having fostered in their 
human inhabitants anything more 
than a mere savage condition. The 
peoples of Australia, North America, 
excepting the extreme south-west, 
and South Africa appear to be doom- 
ed to annihilation save only as they 
may be saved by amalgamat'on with 
other races without stamping them- 
selves as civilized. Of the others the 
civilization of one, that of the Incas 
and Aztecs, lives no more as such, 
but has left monuments and linguis- 
tic impressions on the New World, 
Spanish and Portuguese. Thero re- 
main, also, of the last of the list but 
poor remnants, measured merely by 
material standards; hut if history bo 
not wrong In seeing In Babylon and 
Nineveh, and In the great desert of 
Drough — lean and dreary plain lying 
far to the then ends of the earth the 
nursery of western art and science as 
well as religion, then we are not far 
wrong In regarding the immaterial as 
wituess of a still living if hidden 
greatness. 

But 'f these desert areas differ 
from each other so vastly In the hu- 
man product, seen in the large, at 
what angle do we approach our sub- 
ject? There Is no attempt contem- 
plated to account for the beginning of 
races. It is quite sufficiently difficult 
to ascribe to their proper origins the 
mere products of human activity, and 
if such attempts appear inadequate. 
It will be remembered that the pre- 
sent effort is no more than an at- 
tempt to bring home to the under- 
standing the workings of some fac- 
tors of environment upon a complex 
of peoples whose fathers and fore- 
fathers for countlcs3 generations 
have lived under highly specialized 
and peculiar conditions. 

It may not be out of place here to 
point out that there may be much 
more effect In human character and 
behaviour referable to environment, 
morn especially climate, than Is now 
clear to us. I do this because — al- 
ways assuming the organism capable 
of suitable response — It seems to me 
a thesis well worthy of note and fur- 
ther consideration that the climate 
of the desert, which, Indeed, makes 
the desert, furnishes a complex of sti- 
muli which aro peculiar to it quanti- 
tatively, and which arc followed by 
correlated responses which mark off 
desert peoples In one way or another 
as definitely as they do other organ- 
isms. To appreciate the possibility of 
such an effect ono needs but to con- 
sider such a IrcatiBc as llellpaek's 
(Icopsychiscn Erschelnungen. This 
Is a sustained attempt to present the 
relation of the human organism to 
Its environment in a highly analytic- 
al form. The significance of the facts 
it comprises may be briefly indicat- 
ed by citing such results as have 
been obtained by Lchmann and Po- 
derscn by purely Inductive means. 
They find that the actinic rays or the 
sunlight Increase muscular power, 
the more tho stronger; that heat, 
however, has an optimum which va-

haps not constant, while higher and 
lower temperatures limit muscular 
effectiveness. As a result of the si- 
multaneous effect of these two fac- 
tors there arises an annual periodi- 
city of muscular energy. 

Other results obtained by them, 
such as the effects of meteorological 
factors on mental processes Indicate 
analogous conclusions. When we 
further note that tho Intensity of, or 
more probably the relatively greater 
amount of components of short -wave- 
length in light, causes such changes 
as variations in the haemoglobin 
content of the blood, and as kataly-i 
»!a In the nerve tissues, we are led to 
the belief, postulated by the results 
of much prior Investigation in the 
field of pure physiology, that every 
change In the environment consti- 
tutes a stimulus of some sort, effect- 
ing some corresponding change in tin 
organism, through either the senses, 
or even through consciousness. 

In addition to tho wtll-recocnizcd 



gions, of which it may be postulated, 
that in somewhat the same measure 
that they have been shown to be 
highly specialized in comparison 
with other climatic regions and in 
their effects upon animal and vege 
table mechanism, they may, nay, It is 
most probable that they will, be 
shown to have influenced tho human 
mind. It is perhaps not true that 
the forms and colors of the land- 
scape, the violent changes of the de- 
sert landscape, the constant Impinge- 
ment of brilliant illumination during 
tho day, and the vivid illumlnatlou 
of the night by the untainted light 
of the stars have been factors In en- 
abling the human mind to seek out 
God and to find Him, but If tho forms 
of language may have proved in any 
degree a factor in this result — if the 
imagery and poesy of the Bible have 
had any such effect — such an admis- 
sion leads us rather directly to a not 
unuseful and perhaps not Invalid hy- 
pothesis, that the truth in Its highest 
form, as we now understand it, may 
have been made manifest to human- 
ity through just such agencies, work- 
ing at first upon the naive Imagina- 
tions of unschooled children of the 
desert, and thereby starting a deve- 
lopment of esthetic and spiritual 
thought which has not yet reached 
its culmination. 

The climate of desert regions pré' 
sent striking characteristics, Contrasts 
of temperature during both winter and 

summer ale very marked. The relative 
humidity is low and the evaporation 
high, Color contrasts morning and 
evening are very murked. Lightning 
Storms are so Midden and so violent 
that Oftentimes great loss of life fol- 
lows. Such lalng the characteristics 
of the deserl climate, it need hardly 
be remarked that they furnish a stream 
of .stimuli which are changing quan- 
titatively from day to day within wide 
limlls. Tho nocturnal factors aro 
equally pronounced | in a continuously 
clouilless sky, the planets, stars anil 
moon are seen at a maximum bril- 
liancy from twilight to twilight. Their 
constant visibility being ensured by 

the wide expansée of the desert, the 

heavenly bodies force themselves on 
the attention of even the mo.«t Indif- 
fèrent, so that It is h matter of little 
Wonder that oui of the east came the 
astrologer and later the astronomer. 

With negligible exceptions, the dom- 
inant features of desert landscape are 
to be found In the immense stretch of 
vision, broken by high, rough, and 
often Inaccessible mountains. Because 
of the rapid and extreme temperature 
changes, the torrential rainfall and 
sudden drainage, the mountains are 
thus rough and the valleys have their 
characteristic profiles. The bases of 
the mountains are strewn with coarse 
and Irregular stones mixed with finer 
material or nil sizes. "This Is the kind 
of •stony ground" which furnishes no 
foothold for crops. If irrigation la 
avuilabl. — and this was practised by 
all the great eastern civilizations— tho 
productiveness of the soil Is proverbial. 

The whole of the great civilizations 
of Babylon and Chaldea rested upon 
Conditions such as these, as may bo 
attested by many of the laws of Ham- 
murabi, it was In this general region 
tl at (he series of correlated events 
look place which had ln the past a 
very great share In the development of 
agricultural crops and of Intensive 
agriculture; for where Irrigation Is 
found there is to bo seen u high type 
of cultural method. 

Two other elements enter Into a 
description of the desert which ns phy- 
siological factors must not be over' 
Icoked, namely, the physiological pro- 
ducts of VUlcanlsm, and geological des- 
Blcatlon— the extreme type of desert 
which may be called arid. As lypie.il 
of the latter Is the Sahara, much of 
which is literally uninhabitable. 

A region such as this is related to 
man, much its the sen is, but with 
antipodal effect upon culture. In the 
former relation man has to tight for 
watir, in the lutter against it, with 
Intensely interesting comparative re- 
sults. In one respect, however, It may 
not be far from the truth to say that 
both have made for a certain sturdy 
relentless opposition to the crude forces 
of nature, stimulating In the mind tho 
development of elements of correspond- 
ing vigor, as among the Norsemen and 
Phenlcians and Arabs.

It Is the "mal pince" 
of tho new world, the hiding-place and 
protection of malcontents, and worse, 
The Leja, west of Ilashan, has for cen- 
turies harbored the much feared 
lunges. The Interest to the stud"nl 
of culture Ilea In the Isolation afforded 
to spécifia races or racial elements, 
nnd It well exemplified In the racial 
differences manifested by the Drugcs,

There can be little doubt that such 
habitais have been highly efficient In 
producing a correspondingly highly 
differentiated type of culture, marked 
on tho whole by simplicity and perman- 
ency. Dwellers In tents cannot be 
hampered with good* and chattels, nor 
does a Btruggle for food allow, even In 
Il race highlv developed esthetlcally 
and religiously, the accumulation of 
material goods.
